on that pa[ier.

1. Securing rich, clean, liealth^' 
milk — milk obtained from good cows, 
well cared for, kindly treated, grazed 
upon sweet and nutritious pastui'ago 
free of weeds, and provided with an 
abundance of clean, fresh water. 

2. Drawing the milk from the cow 
in a cleanly manner, and setting it in 
an untainted atmosphere — about 60 
dogs. Fahr., while, the cream is ris- 
ing. 

:i. Skimming at the jiroper time, 
and before tho milk becomes old and 
bitter or is decomposed. 

4. Proper management in churning. 

f). AYashing out tho buttei'milk thor- 
oughly, and working the butter so as 
not to injure its grain. 

Thorough :uid even inoorjioratioii 
of pure salt and putting down it tight, 
clean, well-made packages — packages 
tliat will exclude, as far as possible, 
the admission of air. 

7. Placing the butter after it is 
parked (if not sent at once to market) 
iiiaoloaii, cool, well ventilated collar 

-one that is moderately liry and 
absolutely free from all impurities and 
offensive odors. 

8. Cleanliness in all tho operations 
from the tinio tho milk is drawn to the 
packing and marketing the butter is of 
imiiorat i ve iK'ccssity. Judgment and 
cxporiGnco in manipulating tho cream 
and working tho butter, must, of 
course, be an element that is not to be 
over-looked or ilispensed with.

"\Vo always sujpposed th^t^'^wMn a 
Ministry and their support^is oameLe- 
foro the country at a general oleotion 
ilicy wore expected to review, explain 
niul .defend their policy and to fore- 
bhadow what they intended to do 
in the future. We have carefully read 
the speeches of the Chief Commission- 
er and his lieutenant Mr. Duck. They 
abound in fierce phillipics against the 
Maclienzle Administration; but wo are 
unable to tind a singlo word in ox- 
phiuation Jor defence. of the course of 
our own Government during the i)a8t 
three years. We know that we speak 
the mind of many scores of persons 
who attended Saturday night's gather- 
ing when we say that a general feeliug 
of (liHappointmcut pervaded the hall 
and, subsequently, thoto.vu, when the 
purport of tbe spcet heH became known. 
The peeohes gouorully remind, us of 
the man who din«d out on one occasion 
and found every couree to consist of 
moi'k-tuvtlo Houp. There were many 
iliKhes that might have been set before 
the people for their political refresh- 
ment at the meeting; but they were all 
withheld. At South Cowichan, ten 
ilays ago, we attended a public meet- 
ing. About fifty farmers wore proHont, 
whose lively interest in the jirocced- 
ings found vent in frequent questions. 
There was no shrinking or shulHing 
permitted. There every candidate was 
miido to toe the iiiark and was ques- 
tioned as to his past course in the 
House or his intention if elected with 
a shar^^nesB and clearness that augurs 
^. well for the sagaoity and vigilance of 
the electors. By this means every do- 
tail of the Government and Opposi- 
tion policies was explained in speeches 
beside which those of Saturday niglit 
seem meagre and commonplace indeed. 
We are only surprised tiiat in an as- 
semblage representing the wealth and 
inteUigence of the Capital city of the 
Province an effort was not made to 
pin the Government members down to 
an explanation of their past and future 
policy in governing the country. There 
\v6re a hundred and one topics upon 
which -citizens might have been profit- 
ably' informed. For instahce,the Chief 
Connnissioner might have explained 
the necessitj' for the Fourth Portfolio 
and the Sixth Member. He might 
havo told the meeting the shore ho had 
the Texada Steal. He could have ox- 
plained why he has withheld the tim- 
ber lease and land grant returns; why 
the sessional papers are not printed; 
why the Franchise Act was altered ; 
why ho and his colleagues conspirod to 
defeat a Modified Tariff; why they pro- 
jjoaed an increased members' indemnity; 
He could have described in globing terms 
the superiority of OhineBe ov^c. itrBllie la 
bor. A few words on what the Govern 
ment Lad done for Immigration would 
have been interesting. A dissertation on 
what he knows about ullowing wagon - 
roads to fall into decay would have been 
listened to with satisfaction. Lastly ho 
could have enlightened bis anxious con- 
stitueDta as to his reasons for saying in 
the House that the Teams of '¥mon had 
not been altered when he knew perfectly 
well that tliey wore. All these questions 
were avoided. Nothing was touched on 
but the Railway. Even the dry dock^ot 
bat a pa.ssing notice. It was Mackenzie 
and the Railway — the Railway and Mac- 
kenzie from begiaBing to end. Not a 
Hyllablo was uttered about what our Gov- 
ernment had done; but there was any 
uniount of talk about what the Canadian 
Govorumont had not done. Indeed, there 
was a plentiful abaenco of all that tended 
Id onlightea the public on local matters. 
They were subjeots entirely too small to 
engage ihe attoition of the Ciiief Com- 
missioner, who mnst needs flesh his sword 
in national affairs to the exclusion of lo- 
cal Rriovanccs. "With one or two excop- 
}i<)nH the ypeoclios wore unworthy the 
jKMjplo who had gathered to hoar them 
aud of men who aspire to represent the 
city in the next HouHo; and wo aro filled 
with amazement that some person present 
did not press the matters we have named 
on the attention of the speakers and the 
meeting.

Mackenzie ai^ Perth- 



Tho county of Pei-th is not open to 
tho repi each that 11 prophet (or great 
man) is never honoured in hia own 
countrv. Tho Preiuior of Cauacla,jMi-. 
Alo.Miiiiler Mackenzie, a native of 
Portli.sliiro, is now in Scotland, and 
tho burgesses iiuil other iulidbitants, 
of the "Fair City," and thoHO of the 
atill fairer town of Dunkold, have eag- 
erly availed themselves of tho oppor- 
tunity ol heaping honours and np- 
plause on their fortunate countryman. 
Outward accidents conduce much to 
success, "but chiefly," buvh Bacon, 
"Tho mould of a man's fortune is iu 
his own hands," Thirty years have 
elapsed .since Alexander Mackenzie 
went to Canada — a. sfconemasoii, like 
Hugh Miller, and Allan Cuiiniiighaiu, 
and Thomas Telford ; but, like them, 
also of strong natural talent, perao- 
veriugly cultivated, and elevated by 
high priuciiile and integrity. He took 
to politics, conducted a lieform jour- 
nal, and was elected a meinjoer of the 
Canadian Assembly. In this As 
Koinbly ho sat for flix years, 
until tho iiuiou . in 18()7, when 
ho was returned to t,lio Houso of -Juai- 
montj, and for other six years led the 
Opposition )iaity, till the close of 
1873, whou he was called to form a 
new .•Viliiiinistralion. Ho then took 
the otfico of Minister of Publio "Works, 
and was able to carry out .several im- 
portant public measures, which will 
render his tenure of ofBco memorable. 
Sagacious in counsel, ready in debate, 
and jn-ompt in action, Mr. Mackenzie 
has beiiu of iiiestiinable service in sav- 
ing Caiiailii froiji iiitornecino war and 
.lisriiiitioii, and in' uniting tliat great 
colony still closer to the mother coun- 
try. In his speech at Perth < he 
said — 

"Groat Pritaiu presents at this mo- 
ment tho most marvellous spectacle 
that has over liceii presoiitod to the 
civilised world. Aloxaiidor, C;csar, 
Napoleon, and olluir groat men — groat 
simply as coiajuc'rors— suc«oedod in 
establishing an eiiiiiiro over an im- 
inoiice jKU'l ion of the world's Hurfaco, 
lull it was an oiiipiru of couquest. Tho 
British empire is not one of conquest, 
but of love and affection, and of those 
ties that bind together the different 
families of a great, honourable, and 
proud people. We in Canada believe, 
as I am sure you beliovo in Scotland, 
that it is our peculiar mission upon 
tho Continent of America to cany 
1 1ml flag unsullied from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and down, we liopo, 
tiirough Ipng generations, until politi- 
cal phases not now dreamt of, per- 
haps, luiiy aiiso to cause changes that 
shall tulci! the shape of a grand federa- 
tion of all the Anglo Sa.Koii families 
of the east, which I believe will bo in 
tlio direction of promoting the hap- 
piness of luaiikind."

California. 

San Francisco, Sept. 4. — The "Bul- 
letin" publishes an editorial this even- 
ing in which after referring to course 
of the paper with regard to the ;Bank 
of California, and Balaton it says : 
The directors some of Avhora have al- 
ways been staunch friends of th« 
"Bulletin," have perfected their plans 
and have settled upon a basis of ac- 
tion whbreby every creditor of the 
bank will be fully paid. We have full 
confidence both iu the ability and iu 
tho good faith of these men. They 
will redeem all their jjlodges and may 
ultimately make the bank stronger 
oven than the one which suspended. 
We are now authorized by D. O Mills 
to say that the lato President did, 
without the knowledge of tho direc- 
tors, use from $n,000,UOO to $4,000,000 
of tho bank's resorces which amount 
remains unpaid. This was tho cause of 
the recent failure. We are also au- 
thorized by the same authority to say 
that there was an over issue of stock, 
whicli overissue has now been pro- 
vided for. 

The County election returns are not 
yet complete. The light between Ohay- 
ton and Bryant ie still undecided, 
Bryant is 270 ahead at last advices, 
anil Chayton gaining. About 20,000 
votoM are counted out of 25j')(i'2. E His 
is H27 ahead of Crowley, the latter 
gaining very slightly, Badlam is cer- 
tainly elected, Swan for Coroner. 
Probably Minan, Dem., for sheriff is 
ahead. Returns from tho State are 
incomplete but only legislative tickets 
are doubtful. 

Eastern States- 

Chicaoo, Sept. 4. — A WaHhingtou 
special says, a strong move is on foot, 
backed by a ring of Pacific coast men 
to have a now department for land 
surveyors. Tho merit of the movement 
consists in the fact that tho new dejiart- 
ment will afiford a number of places 
for political pets, and more readily 
subject. 

The treaty of Washington seems an 
everlasting thorn in the sido of Canada. 
Thotas on tin cans with lobsters and sal- 
mon was counted a Yankee trick. Tho an- 
noyance of seal locks on bonded goods 
across the frontier next worried them, and 
now coihes the greatest of all. Tho Grand 
Trunk road has been informed by tho 
Secretary of the Treasury that tho com- 
pany cannot do tho currying trade of tho 
lakes. It seems there is a conflict of 
opinion on the interpretation of the third 
clause of tho treaty and the secretary di- 
rects in favor of the United States.

Tl: ^, with 
another affidavit of similar efifect.has been 
submitted to a magistrate in order to pro- 
cure the presence of a force of volunteers 
at the burial of Guibord, which is post- 
poned until next week. Further trouble 
18 apprehended with tho ill feeling on 
both sides. It will bo fortiuiato if no 
serious results follow tho second attempt. 
Some 300 armed men aro in tha cemetery 
waiting for the fnneral and have been 
there all night. They have blocked tho 
road and demand tho namo and business 
of travellers. Inhabitants round about 
feel much alarmod and have appealed to 
tho government for police. A battalion 
has been ordurod to concentrate here and 
volunteers wore last evening drilling.

Tiio 
editor of /,■.,' Pi^iqile has boon cautioned by 
the-' governmont for his violent articles 
against Spain.

Tho inquest in tho case of Balston was 
concluded to day.
